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Man falls 
to death 
from flat 
window 

A MAN has died after suffer¬ 
ing serious injuries when he 
fell from the window of a 
first floor flat in Halesowen. 

Paramedics were called to 
the block of flats in Hagley 
Road at around 5.15pm on 
Monday to find the 45-year- 
old man lying on the ground. 

He was treated at the 
scene before being trans¬ 
ferred to Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

Police were also called and 
cordoned off an area to the 
rear of the flat block. 

Officers said the man had 
died at hospital from the 
injuries. His next of kin has 
been notified. 

The rear of the flats were 
sealed while police launched 
an investigation to deter¬ 
mine why the man had fallen 

Officers were also carry¬ 
ing out an extensive exami¬ 
nation of the flat to further 
uncover how he had come to 
fall from the window. 

Residents at the flats said 
the man was not believed to 
have lived there but knew 
the occupant. 

But they thought the flat 
to be empty although Dudley 
Council, which owns the 
complex, said there was still 
an active tenancy. 

One resident, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “The 
ambulance service found 
him lying on the ground 
outside. We were told he had 
later died in hospital.” 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Billy Corrigan 
said: ““The man was taken 
to hospital but was badly 
injured and later died. We 
are still examining the flat to 
determine how he came to 
fall.”

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It's a miracle I survived 
bombing raids, says Ted

BARELY a day has gone by in the past 
68 years that former Lancaster 
bomber flight engineer Edwin ‘Ted’ 
Grosvenor has not counted himself 
lucky to be alive - and with good 
reason. 

While more than 55,000 of his RAF comrades 
in Bomber Command - about the size of a football 
crowd, Ted points out - lost their lives, he and the 
other six members of his Lancaster crew all came 
out of the Second World War alive. 

Now a fit 88-year-old - apart from a touch of 
spondylitis - Ted, from Halesowen, says: “It’s a 
miracle. From the time you took off to the time 
you landed you were a target for any German 
fighter planes. 

“I think it was just sheer luck that got us 
through. I must have had a guardian angel.” 

Smethwick-born Edwin Grosvenor, known as 
Ted, now of King Charles Avenue, Halesowen, 
recalls some of the 30 missions he flew, referring 
to his well-thumbed log book. 

The first - after joining 622 Squadron, based at 
Mildenhall on completion of his flight crew train¬ 
ing for Lancasters - was to Berlin on February 15, 
1944. 

“It was what became known as the 1,000 
bomber night raid to the city and to coordinate it 
was a fantastic deal,” he said. 

Ted’s job, as Sgt Flight Engineer, was to look 
after the fuel consumption, switching between 
the four tanks on the aircraft to make sure the 
weight balanced up to maintain the best perform¬ 
ance. 

He stood for much of the flights upfront next to 
his pilot, Australian Peter Rawsthorn, or sat on 
the floor. 

Target 

He recalls the planes battling through ice and 
snow, zigzagging through areas where there were 
the heaviest defences, dodging flak from below 
and attacks from enemy aircraft. 

Around 40 miles from their target they would 
spot the scene lit up by flak and the flares and 
incendiary bombs dropped by the pathfinder air¬ 
craft, who would illuminate targets “like a road 
map”. 

The Lancasters would, in their wave of attack, 
drop bombs that the crew called “cookies”, 
weighing between 5,000 and 10,0001b each. 

“Every one of our missions was hairy - but the 
hairiest has to be to Stuttgart on March 15 1944,” 
he said. 

“First an FW190 enemy plane attacked us, 
then a JU88 attacked, badly damaging our rear 
turret and the fuselage - and then an ME 109 
attacked us as we were leaving the target. 

“The trip there and back lasted seven hours 
and 45 minutes. Although the damage was bad it 
was superficial and we managed to get back.” 

The worst trepidation for the crews was when 
they were bombing targets in the hotly defended 
Ruhr Valley. 

Ted claims he was no braver than anyone else 
- but received in the post a Distinguished Flying 
Medal from King George VI, who apologised in a 
letter for not being able to present it personally. 

Ted said: “I was as scared as anybody on every 
op - if anyone said they weren’t I wouldn’t believe 
them. 

“It wasn’t a nice experience - you knew you’d 
got to do it or your documents would be stamped 
‘lack of moral fibre’. But I’m proud to have been

involved.” Ted would have liked to be at the 
recent unveiling by the Queen in London of a 
national memorial to the 55,573 Bomber 
Command airmen who gave their lives in the war, 
which was attended by more than 800 veterans. 

But the first he knew about it was when he saw 
coverage on television. 

Doug Radcliffe, secretary of the Bomber 
Command Association and a former wireless 
operator, said there had been widespread advance 
publicity about the event, which was open to 
anybody to attend. 

Refused 

The organisation only knew how to contact 
those people who were members and Ted was not 
a member of the association. 

The opening of the memorial laid to rest the 
ghost of successive governments’ failings to 
acknowledge the courage and sacrifice of the men 
of Bomber Command - Churchill and his war 
cabinet refused to give them a campaign medal, 
embarrassed by the loss of hundreds of thousands

of civilians while on the trail of the Nazis. After 
his 30th mission on July 12 1944, Ted was 
diverted to train other flight crew to work on Lan¬ 
casters. 

He ended up with the rank of Flight Lieutenant 
and after being demobbed Ted was as a sales and 
purchasing representative for his uncle’s 
company in Birmingham before, in 1972, setting 
up Keltcrest Ltd in Oldbury with two colleagues, 
buying, recycling and selling scrap metal. 

He and his wife, Irene, who died in 2000, have 
two sons, Keith and Ian, five grandchildren and a 
great grandchild. 

Ted, still a member of the Shenstone and 
Probus clubs in Halesowen, who played at Enville 
Golf Club for many years, said: “I do still count 
myself lucky to be alive. 

“I know three of my Lancaster crew, the pilot, 
bomb aimer and navigator, all died in 1999 and I 
just don’t know how many of the others are alive 
now.”

On Wednesday, Mr Beau¬ 
mont’s family joined club 
members at a memorial on 
the pitch where the father of 
one died. 

Captain for the second 
team, Tom Weston, said: 
“He was a great bloke and 
we’re all still shocked.” 

Mr Beaumont collapsed 
during a home game against 
Astwood Bank on August 4. 

Before joining Pedmore, 
he played for Romsley and 
Huntington Cricket Club, 
which he joined as a boy.

Escaped rottweiler guard dog attacked man 


A FACTORY worker was attacked by a rot¬ 
tweiler which had escaped from a neigh¬ 
bouring yard in Cradley, biting his legs and 
chest, a court heard. 

The dog leapt at 55-year-old Nigel Bourne 
forcing him to the floor as he was working in 
Phillip Gameson Joinery, Park Lane. 

Mr Bourne was injured as he tried to fight 
off the animal, called Buster, for around 30 
seconds. 

Injuries included puncture wounds to his 
right calf and thigh and one near his armpit. 


Buster eventually backed away after a co¬ 
worker intervened and Mr Bourne was able 
to get free, Dudley Magistrates Court heard 
last week. 

Owner David Evans admitted the guard 
dog had escaped from his adjacent skip hire 
premises, which he runs with his father. 

Evans, aged 36, of Clapton Grove, King- 
standing, Birmingham, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of a dog causing injury on private 
property on June 11. 

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, said the 


animal was one of two rottweilers used as 
guard dogs at Evans Skip Hire, Park Lane. 

He said the animal was well known for 
escaping from the skip yard and wandering 
into neighbouring businesses. 

The dog had entered though roller shut¬ 
ters at the joinery company and Mr Bourne 
had begun to lead the animal back through. 

But Mr Truelove said the rottweiler 
lunged at Mr Bourne landing on his chest 
and shoulders with its front paws. He added 
that Mr Bourne was shocked by the incident 


and was taken for treatment at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

Mrs Hashmita Patel, defending, said: “My 
client accepts full responsibility for the dog 
moving and entering another yard.” 

She said that the dog is being cared for in 
police kennels at the moment. 

Chairman of the bench Mrs Ann Lacey 
adjourned proceedings for reports, includ¬ 
ing on the rottweiler. The courts have the 
powers for dangerous dogs to be put down. 

Evans will be sentenced on September 5. 


Memory lane trip for Jake 
turns into huge collection 


FROM a television set dating back to 1949 to 
one-armed bandits, service medals from the 
two World Wars, comic collections, old beer 
pumps and shop tills - this collection of trin¬ 
kets and artefacts would rival even the best- 


stocked museum. 

But this range of treas¬ 
ures make up the private col¬ 
lection of pensioner Jake 
Pearson, who is now opening 
up his home to give visitors a 
glimpse inside and raise 
money for a good cause.

“Everyone who has seen 
the collection has been 
absolutely gobsmacked and I 
thought it would be good to 
open the collection to 
anyone who wants to see it. 

“The Georgina ward at 
the hospital does marvellous 
work and I thought it would 
be an excellent idea to 
support it. 

“People will be asked to 
put a donation into the box 
at the end of their visit.

• A 100-year-old cast iron range believed to have origi¬ 
nally been installed at Himley Hall. Mr Pearson brought it 
from someone about to scrap it and restored it himself. He 
has used it to cook Christmas dinner in the past. 

• A1949 Alba television set. When ATV launched in 1955 
people with a set needed a box set up on top in order to 
receive the channel. His TV still has the box. He bouhgt it 
from its Old Hill owner after placing a newspaper advert. 

• Service medals from the two World Wars. Among the 
collection is a memorial plaque from the First World War 
which was given to the families of soldiers who had died in 
battle. Mr Pearson purchased it from its owner in Bilston. 

• One armed bandits. The machines in Mr Pearson’s col¬ 
lections date from the 1930s and take old-style pennies. He 
purchased them from collectors in Bilston and Lye. 


• One of the original Motorola mobile phones dating from 
the mid-1980s. It is affectionately known as “The Brick” 
due to its large size compared to modern phones. Mr 
Pearson purchased his version of the phone at an antiques 
fair held in Kinver. 

• Also included among the exhibits are a collection of 
telephones dating from the early part of the 20th century. 
These include a brass candlestick phone and also Bakelite 
phones which were common sights in the 1920s and 1930s. 
Mr Pearson said he had gathered his collection through 
newspaper advertisements and they had come from all over 
the region. 

• A collection of old comics. Among the collection is a 
1924 copy of a Felix the Cat annual alongside 1950s editions 
of the Beano and the Dandy. There are also rare copies of 
comics featuring popular cowboy Roy Rogers and a first 


issue of Hopalong Cassidy, featuring the fictional cowboy. 
Mr Pearson said he had gathered the collection from across 
the region. 

• A paraffin iron. Believed to date from around the 1930s 
in contrast to modern clothes irons it was powered by paraf¬ 
fin. Mr Pearson said he did not know the exact date his iron 
was made but he believed it was from the earlier part of the 
20th century. 

• A collection of toy cars. Among the collection is a 1930s 
Formula One-style wind-up racing car which is a favourite 
of Mr Pearson. He was given the collection in a cardboard 
box some years ago. 

• A statue of leaping dolphins. Originally from Holland 
Mr Pearson added this to his collection after purchasing it 
from its owner in Bilston. He said its date was uncertain but 
it was one of his favourite pieces.

GROWING up as a young¬ 
ster Scott Burton gorged on 
a diet of junk food, choco¬ 
late and fizzy drinks. 

But when he tipped the scales at 
more than 20 stone the 38-year-old 
from Tipton decided it was high time 
he did something about it. 

After embarking on a healthy 
eating and exercise regime, Scott, a 
radiographer at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal in Dudley, has now lost almost 
half of his body weight and is gearing 
up for this year’s Great North Run. 

“Since I was eight I’ve always 
been big. I just used to eat,” said 
Scott, who lives in Henlow Close. 

“My mum and dad split up and my 
dad had his own businesses so me 
and my brother were left on our own 
quite late at night so we used to just 
eat junk.” 

He’d kick the day off with a packet 
of biscuits, eat fish and chips for tea, 
several bars of chocolate, pasties and 
sausage rolls all washed down with 
sugary fizzy drinks leaving Scott 
weighing 20st 61bs at his heaviest. 

It was around four years ago when 
his wife of 12 years Linda, a 53-year- 
old hospital X-ray worker decided to 
lose a few pounds and join Weight 
Watchers that he started taking a 
look at his own weight. 

He said: “My wife went to Weight 
Watchers and I just followed her. 

“I read all her books and just fol¬ 
lowed it on my own and I used to go 
to Boots and go on the scales.” 

In the first year Scott, who once 
wore a 48in waist trouser while he 
now wears a 34in, lost five stone. 

“I was doing a bit of exercise, 
things like a bit of cycling and I was

using my wife’s Weight Watchers 
book to work out the points. 

“The weight fell off quite quickly. 

“The more weight you lose, the 
more satisfied and pleased you are 
and the more energy you have got so 
things don’t become as difficult like 
walking up hills and things like that. 

I wasn’t as sweaty and uncomfort¬ 
able.” 

Up until 18 months ago Scott 
weighed 13-and-a-half stone and 
then last year he was chosen as one 
of a group of readers of the Chroni¬ 
cle’s sister paper the Express & Star 
who joined fitness instructor Chris 
Jewkes in his attempt to get a group 


of unfit couch potatoes trained up to 
run the Wolverhampton Marathon. 

He completed the gruelling feat in 
September in a time of four hours 
and 34 minutes. Following the effort 
he decided to continue running, 
becoming a member of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Bilston Athletics Club, 
which he runs with three times a 
week. 

He can also be found pounding the 
streets with his Japanese Shiba Inu 
dog Pippa. Scott now weighs list 
71bs. 

He added: “My life is totally differ¬ 
ent. I do lots of running, I have got 
lots of energy. I can get into small 


clothes. I still have a chocolate bar 
every single day because I love 
chocolate, but I just try and eat more 
healthily and also because I do lots of 
running it motivates you to eat 
better because if you don’t it has an 
adverse effect on your run.” 

On September 16 he will be taking 
on the Great North Run and hopes 
to raise £300 for deafblind charity 
Sense. He has chosen the charity 
after a member of his extended 
family lost his hearing after suffer¬ 
ing from meningitis.

Bleach attack 
in phone row 

A TEENAGER from Dudley has been sent 
to a youth offenders’ institution for six 
months after squirting bleach at a 15-year- 
old boy in a dispute over a mobile telephone. 

Judge Robert Maxwell told Jordon 
Seymour, aged 19, that if the boy had not 
turned away the bleach could have gone into 
his eye causing “significant injury.” He said 
he had no means of knowing just who was 
right or wrong and added: “You decided to 
take the law into your own hands.” 

Seymour of Corbyn Road, admitted 
common assault on the boy in an earlier inci¬ 
dent when he was punched in the face and 
assault causing actual bodily harm. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, said the 
boy had claimed Seymour stole his mobile 
and his family had been paid £150 compen¬ 
sation.

Two centres, costing more than £25 
million in total, have opened in Middlepark 
Road, Russells Hall estate, and off White- 
house Street, Coseley.

The schemes are part of a wider transfor¬ 
mation of adult social care in the borough, 
which includes the closure of council-run 
care homes, such as Shenstone House, Hale¬ 
sowen and Amblecote House, near Stour¬ 
bridge, in favour of extra care housing. 

Council bosses controversially shut 
Cradley High School four years ago, with 
the loss of 36 jobs. 

It suffered from vandalism attacks 
forcing the buildings to be boarded up in an 
attempt to keep people off the site.

Manor Abbey goes

A HISTORIC farmhouse set in 
the grounds of a scheduled 
ancient monument has gone 
on the market for £1.5 million. 

Manor Abbey Farm, which is built in 
the ruins of Halesowen Abbey, is up for 
sale along with 242 acres of surround¬ 
ing land. 

It has been split into seven separate 
lots but potential buyers also have the 
opportunity to purchase the site has a 
whole if they wish. 

The first lot, which has the price of 
£1.5 million, is for the farmhouse, a 
historic infirmary building and a range 
of traditional brick and tile barns. 

Standing remains of the abbey, 
which dates back to 1215, are incorpo¬ 
rated into the walls of the farm build¬ 
ing. The north barn dates to around 
1672 with the rest of the firm built in 
the 19 th century. 

There is planning permission in 
place to create six homes and visitor 
facilities at the barns but no work has 
been carried out. 

Divided 

A three bedroom cottage on the site 
is also available £395,000. 

The remaining lots are for various 
acres of land ranging from smaller 
parcels of five acres, for £60,000, to 77 
acres for £475,000. 

Staff from Fisher German John 
Sanders estate agents, who are over¬ 
seeing the sale, said the site had been 
on the market for a short time. 

They said the current owner had 
decided to move on. 

People can view the site by calling 
01527 575525. 

Spokeswoman for the agents, Kittie 
Ford, said: “The manor house and its 
surrounding lands have gone on the 
market. 

“The sale has been divided into sep¬ 
arate lots but anyone who would be 
interested in buying the site as a whole 
would be given the chance to do so. 

“This is an amazing site.” 

Hales Owen Abbey Trust, which has 
battled to save historic aspects of the 


site for years, said while it was inter¬ 
ested in taking on the site it did not 
have the funds available. 

Members said they believed it was 
the “last chance” to preserve the whole 
site as if it was divided up it would lose 
its sense of character. 

The group is now in talks with 
English Heritage and Dudley Council 


for suggestions and in the hope of 
interesting the organisations to pur¬ 
chase the site. 

Spokesman Mick Freer said: “We 
have a lot of ideas on how the site could 
be developed into a major tourist 
attraction. 

“However in the end it comes down 
to the money. We simply haven’t the

Changes point to end of the ageing signal box 


UP TO 38 signal boxes are to close 
across the Black Country and 
Staffordshire as part of a six-year 
programme set to bring the ageing 
system into the 21 st century. 

The modernisation plan will covering 415 
miles of track and will be launched in October 
with the Stourbridge to Hartlebury line, result¬ 
ing in the closure of Blakedown, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Hartlebury and Stourbridge signal boxes. 

Network Rail, which is behind the move, says 
the scheme will mean shorter delays in the 
event of breakdowns, saving the taxpayer bil¬ 


lions of pounds each year. No jobs will be cut 
although around 80 posts locally will be lost 
through non-replacement and natural 
wastage. The aim is to centralise all signalling 
at a base in Saltley, Birmingham, using a visual 
display based control system. 

The Walsall, Bescot and Cannock track will 
be brought into line in August 2013 with the 
closure of Walsall, Bescot, Bloxwich, Hednes- 
ford and Brereton Sidings signal boxes. 

The next year the Wolverhampton signalbox 
will be closed, followed by Lichfield and the two 
signal boxes at Stafford in 2015. 

Work on the cross-city and South Stafford-

shire line will start in 2016, as will the transfer 
of services at the New Street Station signal box, 
expected to take up to two years. 

The Birmingham Moor Street to London 
Marylebone line, which is included in the West 
Midlands area, will be moved over in 2024-25. 

Network Rail spokesman Keith Lumley said: 
“With fewer signal boxes, there will be fewer 
signallers needed to talk to each other about 
what is happening. Instead operators will be 
able to see on a screen where the problem is and 
where trains can be diverted.” The company 


said some 19th century signal boxes, with 
mechanical levers, were listed and would 
remain. Nationally more than 800 boxes will be 
replaced by 14 new signalling centres. 

The first signal box is believed to have been 
created in 1844 by the London and Croydon 
Railway. The ones that are due to close each 
have their own individual story to tell. 

For example, in April last year, Bloxwich 
signal box in Willenhal Lane retained its 
British Railways London Midland Region 
white-on-maroon enamel sign. 

Hednesford still reverses some passenger 
trains. They do not pass the signal box itself - 


the driver has to confirm by phone to the sig¬ 
naller that his train is complete, before the 
return journey to Birmingham can be sig¬ 
nalled. 

Kidderminster is a BR(WR) 1953 design and 
had its windows refurbished a few years ago. 
Kidderminster Junction signal box was 
replaced by a lever frame in 1937 which then 
closed in 1973 and was moved to Arley Station. 

Walsall had a new signal box in 1966 as part 
of resignalling work along the line. It controlled 
signalling over a six-mile stretch, as far as the 
Crescent signalbox in Willenhall, to Great Barr 
signal box via Bescot.

The Earls Gymnastics Club is struggling 
to make ends meet. It receives no funding 
from Dudley Council or sports bodies but 
club chairman John Caulwell is meeting 
council officers to discuss what can be done. 

Kristian Thomas, of Wednesfield, trains 
at the club two or three times a week and 
scooped bronze in the team event at London 
2012. 

Mr Caulwell said: “We are in discussions 
with Dudley Council about any ways they 
can help us out. The Olympics have given us 
some common ground to work on in the 
hope they will be able to assist. 

“The council needs to ask whether it 
wants the legacy of London 2012 to be that 
an Olympic medallist-producing club has to 
close down. 

“We are not looking for millions and it 
would be very said if we went under when 
we are just asking for a few thousand 
pounds.” The club, which has about 400 
members, pays £28,500 a year in rent to 
Earls High School. 

The ouncil used to pay to run the club but 
withdrew funding in 2000. Parachute pay¬ 
ments to help it keep going stopped in 2007. 

Cabinet member Councillor Tracy Wood, 
said: “The club is one of the borough’s most 
prized sporting groups. 

“Although they are a privately run group, 
we are in discussions to help them to apply 
for external funding where possible to help 
them continue the excellent work they do.” 

More space for parking 

MORE car parking will be made available at 
a primary school in Stourbridge. Ham 
Dingle, Old Hame Lane, Pedmore, has won 
planning permission to create the spaces. 
The school saids many cars are having to 
park on footpaths and grassed areas.

Battle launched to save 
old Sons of Rest centre 


CAMPAIGNERS have vowed 
to fight to save a former Sons 
of Rest building in Halesowen 
from being sold by council 
chiefs. 

More than 80 residents have signed 
a petition calling for the site to remain 
open to the community. 

A public meeting was held at Hunt- 
ingtree pub in Alexandra Road on 
Monday where people said they feared 
the building, which was most recently 
used as a day centre, would be demol¬ 
ished to make way for housing. 

But they want to ensure it can con¬ 
tinue to be used by the community. 

The land on which it was built was 
donated to the town in 1947 by Hale¬ 
sowen Mayor Lionel Rose. 

The building, on land between 
Alexandra Road and Wall Well, was 
previously home to Huntingtree 
Seniors Leisure Centre but this was 
closed last year by Dudley Council. 

The authority wants to sell off the 
Sons of Rest site, which was con¬ 
structed in 1948, as it is deemed 
surplus to requirements. It was one of 
five in the Halesowen area built to be 
used by war veterans. 

Councillor Donella Russell, who is 
leading the campaign to save the build¬ 
ing, has called for a rethink as she 
believes the centre can be used by resi-

dents. She urged residents to help her 
create a business plan to convince the 
council there were enough people to 
use the building. 

“The building is a sanctuary for 
people who served in the war and their 
families,” she said. 

“More than ever this needs to be 
saved not just for its history but for the 
current members of the armed serv¬ 
ices. It’s a lovely building that has so 
many memories for the residents in 
Halesowen.” 

Resident John Payne, who attended 


the meeting, said: “We need to find as 
many community groups who would be 
interested in using the building as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The next meeting will be on Septem¬ 
ber 18. Anyone interested in using the 
building can call Councillor Russell on 
07887 610717. 

Dudley Council’s director of corpo¬ 
rate resources Philip Tart said: “While 
marketing the property we are also 
exploring whether any other commu¬ 
nity use can be found for the building. ”

the housing scheme after moving in over the past few 
months. In total, 72 council homes have been built after 
Dudley Council received a £4.3m government grant.

lyson killer pleads with 
family for its forgiveness 


A MAN who stabbed a much¬ 
loved dog to death in Lower 
Gornal has pleaded with the 
pet’s owners for forgiveness 
from his prison cell - and says 
he should have been jailed for 
longer. 

Simon Folios, aged 38, has written 
an open letter to Wayne Bird and his 
family. 

Folios was jailed for 29 months in 
June after attacking the dog outside 
his home in Abbey Street, while rowing 
with owner Mr Bird. The 12-year-old 
pet, Tyson, later died from convulsions 
at a vets’ practice. The hand-written, 
two-page letter, which bears a Winson 
Green Prison stamp, was sent directly 
to the Chronicle’s sister paper, the 
Express & Star. 

It says: “I am so dreadfully sorry for 
the pain and anguish I have caused by 
brutally slaying Mr Wayne Bird’s dog, 
Tyson. I am deeply saddened and very 
remorseful for the fact that I only 
received 29 months for Tyson’s death. 
It was a very serious and terribly 
wrong thing to have done. Mr Bird and 
Tyson used to be close friends of mine.

“I cannot turn back the hands of 
time to replace Tyson nor can I say that 
in any way I can repay the deed. I feel 
as though justice wasn’t done.” 

Folios said he has a “guilty con¬ 
science” that would stay with him for 
the rest of his life and added: “I can’t 
even sleep properly for the terrible 
dreams. 

“Tyson was a loved and most love¬ 
able companion to Mr Bird and his 
family and I hope you will find it in 


your heart to print this written 
apology. I know not the address of Mr 
Bird nor anyone to contact him and his 
family and say a real, heartfelt sorry 
for what I have done.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that Folios and Mr Bird had been 
friends but had fallen out in recent 
years. Flowers were laid outside the 
nearby Darby & Joan club after the 
dog’s death in February and a plaque 
has since been erected in its memory. 

Mr Bird’s aunt, Rose Beedles, said 
she believed Folios “deserves a second 
chance” but added that Tyson’s “hor¬ 
rific” death would never be forgotten. 
Mrs Beedles, who has helped look after 
Mr Bird since he was a child, said: “Life 
is too short to bear grudges. They can 
eat you up inside and we have had too 
much heartache recently to dwell on 
this. Everyone should be given a 
second chance and if he is truly sorry 
then we can accept this and move on. 

“We will never, ever forget Tyson 
and what happened to him was horrific 
but we will always have our memories. 
There are people worse off in the world 
than us.” 

In his letter, Folios claimed he was 
taking anger management classes. 


Mother's 
call over 
tragedy 

THE mother of a teenager 
who drowned at a quarry 
lake has made an emotional 
plea for the site to be sealed. 

Paulina Zacarias, aged 40, 
visited the Blue Lagoon pool, 
Himley last week for the 
first time since 15-year-old 
Augusto died on July 25. 

She and her husband 
Pedro, 44, were joined by a 
dozen friends outside the 
road leading to the quarry to 
call for it to be closed off. 

They waved banners, blew 
whistles and chanted ‘close 
the quarry’ for more than an 
hour last Friday. 

Mrs Zacarias, who moved 
with her family to Sedgeley 
this year from Portugal, 
said: “Someone must please 
close the quarry off so no- 
one else gets hurt. Until they 
close it, youngsters will 
always find their way inside 
and put their lives at risk. 

“I’m begging someone to 
close the site down.” 

Mrs Zacarias, who has a 
one-year-old son,, said: “I’m 
no longer myself, I’ve almost 
lost the will to live - every¬ 
thing has changed.”

EMPTY shops are to be 
revamped in a bid to attract new 
businesses to Dudley. 

Council bosses say they want to give the 
town a boost after it missed out on funding 
from retail guru Mary Portas’ pilot scheme. 

They are now drawing up plans to attract 
investment and encourage entrepreneurs to 
start up businesses in what has been 
described as the worst medium-sized town 
in the country for empty shops. And they 
said a specialist Sunday market could still 
be introduced. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Shaukat 
Ali said that they were looking at “incen¬ 
tives” to bring companies to the town where 
35 per cent of the shops are not occupied. 

Frontages of vacant shops could be refur¬ 
bished so less work would need to be done 
when they are taken over, he said. 

He said he wants to work with landlords 
in the town to come up with ideas. 

The council will be looking to create 
schemes to promote new young enterprise 
in the town by working with Dudley College. 

It will also meet with market traders to 
look at introducing a specialist market 
selling good such as continental foods, 
which was one of the main proposals in the 
original bid for the £100,000 funding. 

Councillor Ali added: “We are clearly very 
disappointed not to have been selected 
despite what we feel was a very good bid 
which incorporated many components of 
other bids which have succeeded. 

“We will continue to monitor any poten¬ 
tial future funding options but we have built 
a strong local partnership around this work 
and are confident that we can bring forward 
many elements of our programme despite 
this disappointment.”

Packaging trail led to 
£300 fly-tipping fine 


A BUSINESS has been fined £300 
for fly-tipping near Halesowen, 
after investigators followed a trail 
of evidence 70 miles to Milton 
Keynes and back. 

In April, traders in Rubery High Street 
reported to the council that a load of com¬ 
mercial rubbish had been dumped at the 
back of the shops there. 

Despite nothing in the rubbish that would 
appear to identify the culprit, or any wit¬ 
nesses to the dumping, Bromsgrove District 
Council community safety enforcement offi¬ 
cers traced the source through packaging 
among the waste. 

Model and batch numbers on the packag¬ 
ing were traced to the manufacturer in 
Milton Keynes, which was able to confirm 
the supplier to whom the goods had been 
sold. 

The supplier then identified who had 
received the goods later, which after further 
investigation led to a fixed penalty notice 
being issued to a Solihull-based business in 
June. 

The business has not be named by the 
council as it accepted responsibility and paid 
the £300 fine last week. 

Community safety enforcement officer 
Felicity Pate said: “We only had a shred of 
evidence but it was enough. Residents who 
report fly tips rightly expect us to get 
results.”

Blooms that even the 
weather cannot disturb 


THE weather may have 
been dire, but lilies have 
brightened up the 
garden this summer 
despite the rain, provid¬ 
ing colour in shades 
ranging from white to 
pink and zingy orange. 

If you want lilies on the 
patio, Asiatic and orien¬ 
tal hybrids have short, 
stout stems with fresh 
green foliage and 
upward-facing flowers. 

Good varieties include 
Lilium ‘Mona Lisa’, with 
its pink flowers with a 
deep pink centre, and L. 
‘Peach Pixie, with its 
peachy orange stems. 

Older varieties of 
trumpet lilies make 
great border plants. 

Some grow very tall 
and aren’t suitable for 
containers, but others 


which grow to around 
lm in height make excel¬ 
lent subjects for large 
containers. 

Lilium regale is among 
the favourites with its 
richly scented white 
blooms and ‘White 
Sheen’, a dwarf longiflo- 
rum type, is also popular 
with 40cm stems bearing 
scented white blooms. 

Lilies like a rich 
compost with plenty of 
nutrients and good 
drainage. 

Plant bulbs 15-20cm 
apart, burying at least 
three times their depth 
and laying the bulbs on 
their sides when you 
plant them, to prevent 
water from becoming 
lodged between their 
scales, which can cause 
them to rot.

Former mayor's home 
given new lease of life

IT was a home coming with a 
difference as the current 
Mayor of Kidderminster offi¬ 
cially opened a locally listed 
building.

Councillor Aston said: “It was a priv¬ 
ilege to open The Briars and I am 
delighted to see the building restored 
to its former glory by Elan Homes. It 
makes a delightful and impressive 
family home.” 

A Masonic lodge, which was a 1960s’ 
extension, has been demolished and 
the rest of the building stripped back to 
the original walls throughout. 

“Visitors will be able to appreciate 
the grandeur of the property as they 
make their way up the sweeping gravel 
driveway which leads to the house and 
around to the detached double garage 
at the side,” Marie adds. 

“They’ll see that from the outside it 
still has a very traditional look.

This new venture was 
a resounding success and the warehouse was soon 
relocated, and the showrooms subsequently expanded 
by 30%. 



COUSINS OPENS DUDLEY STORE 

By 1995, a second retail site was acquired when 
they purchased the freehold of the landmark Tesco 
building in Dudley, in the West Midlands. This was 
transformed into a 90,000ft 2 furniture showroom, with 
its own customer restaurant. The store was opened 
on 17th August 1996, by Jack and Vera Duckworth 
from Coronation Street, bringing the town centre to 
a standstill. 


A second, separate 12,000ft 2 unit was developed on 
the same site, opening in 1998. This sells budget 
ranges and end of line furniture. 



ANEW HEAD OFFICE 

Due to the resulting high sales volumes, the head 
office, warehouse and distribution functions were 
centralised to a 4 acre site in Oldbury on the side 
of the M5, which the company had purchased from 
B.P. Oils. This opened in September 1997 and 
the new 65,000ft 2 warehousing facility utilised a 
palletised, computer-generated order picking system 
and pioneered the use of articulated fork-lift trucks in 
the furniture industry. 

The relocation of the main offices from Tyseley to 
Oldbury allowed fresh expansion and the subsequent 
refurbishment of the original Tyseley showrooms in 
1999 - to its existing size of 90,000ft 2 , complete with 
a new customer restaurant. 

By November 2004, Cousins had set its sights on 
building a flagship store in Manchester and establish¬ 
ing itself in the North-West of England, having gained 
an unquestionable reputation for quality and service 
in the West Midlands. 

COUSINS EXPAND IN MANCHESTER 

They purchased a 4 acre site on the A57, Regent Road 
at the end of the M602 in Salford and soon built an 
inspirational 90,000ft 2 new concept flagship store 
which stands just 1.5 miles from the centre of 
Manchester. The store offers the largest selection of 
furniture in the whole of the North-West, and offers 
impressive room set displays that set new standards in 
the furniture industry. 

The store has been acclaimed as England’s finest 
furniture store, attracting customers from across the 
North-West and regularly from Liverpool, Preston, 
Yorkshire and the Lake District. 

This flagship store also incorporates large lighting, 
picture and furniture accessories departments, plus a 
customer restaurant where you can contemplate your 
thoughts. 

NEW DISTRIBUTION CENTRE 

Due to the store’s resounding success, the Company 
has had to re-think its initial plans to trunk home de¬ 
liveries up the M6 from their Oldbury distribution 
centre. By Christmas 2005, they had opened a new 
33,000ft2 warehouse close to Manchester Airport on 
the M56 which now forms the hub of their North- 
West home delivery network. 

The success of the Manchester store’s venture into 
home accessories saw the appointment of a Home- 
wares Buyer, Samantha Gough in Summer 2008 
with the subsequent opening of new Homewares De¬ 
partments in the Tyseley Store, in the Midlands, in 
December 2008. 

This exciting new venture includes departments for 
tableware, cookware, furnishing accessories, a pic¬ 
ture and mirror gallery and bed linens. It has involved 
a significant investment, with a cutting edge store 
fit-out by Jameson Smith Associates and showcases 
leading brands such as Denby, Joseph Joseph, New¬ 
gate clocks and bed linen ranges from Kylie Minogue 
and Kirs tie Allsopp. 

2010 witnessed the opening of Cousins’ first 
Stressless Comfort Studio in Manchester, showcasing 
the largest selection of these ergonomically designed 
chairs and sofas in the North West. Due to its resound¬ 
ing success, flagship studios were opened in the other 
two stores in April 2011. All now offer an unrivalled 
selection and shopping experience for this world 
leading brand. 


April 2011 saw a significant change in the 
running of the business, with the appointment of John 
Shotton (Robert’s eldest son) to Managing 
Director and Matthew Shotton (Robert’s young¬ 
est son) to Retail Director. Robert now assumed the 
position of Chairman, further strengthening the 
family influence on the direction of the business.

Alongside these corporate changes came the ground¬ 
breaking appointment of the first non-family member 
to the board of directors. 


Richard Foster became Operations Director having 
started with the company as an 18 year old junior 
bedding sales consultant when the Dudley store 
opened in 1996. Richard now oversees the systems, 
warehousing, distribution and customer services func¬ 
tions. 

THE FUTURE IS EVOLVING 

Retail continues to evolve and is no longer just a 
bricks-and-mortar operation; increasing empha¬ 
sis is now being placed online with the internet and 
various social media channels. 2012 has seen a 
significant commitment and investment by Cousins 
toward enhancing their online presence and service. 
In March, Cousins entered into an agreement with BT 
Fresca, a world leading web platform provider and 
development company to build a brand new website, 
due to launch at the end of the year. 

The new Cousins website will integrate fully with 
existing in-store systems to provide a seamless multi¬ 
channel shopping experience with unprecedented 
levels of service, usability and functionality. This will 
then be followed by the opening of a mobile site in 
Autumn 2013.
